Alcoholic Citrus-Fruit Wine 
Discovered by U. S. Chemists 


W ashington, Oct. 9 (AP).—Gov- J is the answer to the producer’s 
problem, the chemists believe. Q uan­ 
tities ferm ented can be adjusted to 
the crop, they say, excess produc­ 
tion can be carried over to later 
years with improvement in quality 
through aging of the wines, and the 
processing is simple and relatively 
low in cost. 
The wines are prepared by ream ­ 
ing fruit on rapidly revolving burrs. 
The juice, after straining, is fer­ 
m ented with a pure culture of wine 
yeast. T he sugar content of the re­ 
sulting liquid is increased 
about 
twenty-five per cent, with corn su­ 
gar, the additional alcohol acting as 
a preservative. 
Four beverages m ade from grape­ 
fruit juice were exhibited by the 
chemists as exam ples—a light dry 
wine of approxim ately the sauterne 
type; a heavier, sherry-type wine, 
grapefruit cordial and brandy. 
T entative 
estim ates 
placed 
the 
cost of producing ordinary citrus 
wines at about 32 cents per gallon. 


em inent chem ists have discovered 
th a t citrus fruits—oranges, grape­ 
fruit, tangerines—will make excel­ 
lent alcoholic wines and cordials. 
They are hopeful, it was said to­ 
day, th a t this new method of uti­ 
lizing the fruits will remove price- 
depressing surpluses from the m ar­ 
kets. 
The new products, developed at 
the agriculture departm ent station 
at W inter Haven, Florida, range 
from light wines to heavier, forti­ 
fied liquors and are not im itations of 
products previously on the market, 
officials suid, 
although some re­ 
semble sauterne, sherry, port and 
other wines.
